For more than 30 years, natural 


gas was the only fuel used in Texas 
Power & Light Company generating 
plants It was economical in cost and 
there was an abundant supply 
available.

DEAR POLLY — Would you or any of the readers know of 
anything I could use to clean the suede leather trim on 
clothes'7 Often the outfit is clean except for a spot or two on 
the suede and so much dry cleaning is quite expensive. Please 
help me. —L P 
DEAR L.P. — Today so many garments are made or 
trimmed with suede, some leather and some synthetic. 
There should be a small tag somewhere in the garment 
saying what the fabric is and how to treat it. Since yours 
is real suede leather I will pass on what a manufacturer 
of suede garments told me. Let dry anything sticky, 
then scrape off GENTLY with a razor blade. Always 
spot clean suede when possible as there is a commercial 
no-ring suede cleaner on the market. If the collar is 
suede put talcum on after each wearing and leave it on 
awhile so it absorbs any grease or body oil and then 
brush off with a suede brush. —POLL\

Gifford Pinchot found his 
place in history by serving 
twice as governor of Penn­ 
sylvania, 
but 
the 
Forest 
Service regards him as a 
pioneer p ro te c to r of the 
national woodlands. 
Pinchot governed Penn­ 
sylvania from 1923 to 1927 
and from 1931 to 1935. He 
functioned as a public ser­ 
vant as far back as 1892 
when he began working in 
the 
Vanderbilt 
F orest at 
Biltm ore, N.C. 
In 1896 Pinchot becam e a 
m em ber 
of 
the 
National 
Forest Commission and in 
the sum m er of that year 
began a trip throughout the 
w estern United States.
